SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 


1.  STAFF 


Following  the  resignation  of  Mr.  AC.  Gittens 
on  23n&  January,  i960,  the  post  of  Public  Health 
Inspector  to  the  Council  was  vacant  until  23th  April, 
i960  when  Mr.  W.L.  C.  Proud  commenced  duties. 

The  frequent  changes  in  personnel  over  the 
last  twro  years  and  the  resultant  periods  during  which  the 
Council  has  "been  without  a Public  Health  Inspector  has 
naturally  resulted  in  a considerable  reduction  in  the 
amount  of  Public  Health  work  carried  out,  particularly  in 
routine  inspection  of  houses  and  food  premises. 

Meat  and  Food  inspection  was  carried  out  by 
an  Inspector  of  the  Docking  Rural  District  Council  when 
the  Council  had  no  Public  Health  Inspector,  other  duties 
of  a technical  character  in  connection  with  refuse 
collection  and  disposal,  public  conveniences  and  housing 
maintenance  were  carried  out  by  the  Council’s  Engineer 
and  Surveyor. 

2.  SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 


Referring  to  my  last  Annual  Report  on  this 
subject,  during  the  past  twelve  months  the  Council  have 
made  arrangements  for  lengths  of  plastic  (P.V.C.  ) pipe  to 
be  placed  on  the  sea  bed  to  ascertain  their  suitability 
for  use  in  connection  with  outfall,  and  furthermore  have 
authorised  the  Engineers  to  carry  out  float  tests  to  find 
out  the  tidal  currents.  It  is  understood  that  these 
float  tests  are  to  be  carried  out  in  the  early  part  of 
1961. 


The  existing  sewage  works  were  operated  as 
efficiently  as  possible  during  the  year  and  fortunately 
no  serious  troubles  were  experienced. 

The  question  of  relaying  the  sewer  at  South 
Beach  Road  is  tied  up  with  the  provision  of  new  sewage 
disposal  works  and  until  this  question  is  resolved  the 
sewer  is  being  maintained  in  as  efficient  working  order 
as  is  possible. 

All  premises  within  the  Urban  District,  with 
the  exception  of  nine  isolated  properties  which  have 
either  septic  tank  or  cesspool  drainage,  are  provided 
with  proper  water  closets  and  are  connected  to  the 
sewerage  system. 

Two  cesspools  required  attention  during  the 

year. 

3.  REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 


A weekly  collection  of  house  refuse  was 
maintained  throughout  the  year  and  more  frequent 
collections  were  made  during  the  summer  months  from 
hotels  and  food  and  business  premises.  Collection  was 
continued  as  last  year  with  an  18  cu. yd.  dual-tip  rear 
loading  vehicle  in  constant  use  and  manned  by  a driver- 
loader  and  three  loaders.  A 7 cu.  yd.  side  -loading 
vehicle,  manned  by  two  men,  was  also  used  throughout  the 
summer  months  to  maintain  the  service. 
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Disposal  continued  at  Thornham  Tip  in  the  Docking 
Rural  District. 

Eighty-eight  inspections  were  made  in  connection 
with  the  storage,  collection  and  disposal  of  refuse. 
Informal  action  secured  the  removal  of  accumulations  of 
refuse  and  provision  of  satisfactory  storage  facilities 
at  eleven  premises. 

4.  WATER  SUPPLY 

The  amount  of  water  pumped  during  i960  was 

127.089.000  gallons,  compared  with  131,636,000  gallons 
in  1959*  The  amount  per  month  varied  from  a peak  of 

15.569.000  gallons  in  June  compared  with  14,631,000 
gallons  in  August  1959,  to  a minimum  of  6,933,000 
gallons  in  December  compared  with  8,229,000  gallons  in 
March,  1959* 

Of  the  127,089,000  gallons  pumped,  24,681,400 
gallons  we re  supplied  to  the  Docking  Rural  District,  the 
consumption  for  the  Hunstanton  Urban  District  being 
102,407,600  gallons,  compared  with  106,744,400  gallons 
in  1959. 

The  Council  ceased  to  supply  water  to  the 
Docking  Rural  District  on  the  30th  September,  i960,  that 
Authority  having  laid  a new  main  to  supplement  the 
supply  to  the  Heacham  area. 

Thirteen  samples  of  water  were  submitted  by  the 
Water  Engineer  for  bacteriological  examination  during 
the  year,  the  results  being  as  shown  in  the  following 
summary  : -

As  will  be  seen  from  these  results,  the  samples 
of  water  taken  after  chlorination  and  as  supplied  to  the 
general  public  were  bacteriologically  satisfactory. 

The  analyst’s  opinion  on  the  last  sample  of  water 
submitted  for  chemical  analysis  was  as  follows 

"This  water  is  of  very  good  organic  quality  and 
the  chemical  analysis  as  a whole  shows  no  evidence  of 
pollution.  The  total  hardness  is  normal  for  East 
Anglian  waters,  being  about  20°  Clark,  of  which  approx- 
imately three-quarters  is  temporary.  The  reaction  is 
practically  neutral  and  the  free  carbon  dioxide  is 
moderately  low  so  t hat  this  water  would  not  be  expected 
to  have  any  serious  corrosive  action  on  metals.  Apart 
from  a trace  of  iron  other  metals  such  as  lead  and 
copper  are  absent  f rom  t he  sample.  The  clarity,  odour 
and  taste  are  very  satisfactory  and  in  our  opinion  this 
water  is  very  suitable  for  drinking  and  general  purposes. 
The  detailed  mineral  analysis  does  not  disclose  any 
unusual  features”. 

The  water  supply  is  amply  sufficient  to  meet  the 
needs  of  the  district. 
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NUISANCES. 


Sixty  inspections  were  made  to  investigate  and 
secure  the  abatement  of  nuisances  under  the  relevant 
sections  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936. 

As  a re salt  of  informal  action  eighteen  nuisances 
were  abated,  in  no  case  was  it  necessary  to  t ake  formal 
action. 

6.  RODENT  CONTROL. 

The  figures  relating  to  rodent  control  work  are 
given  in  the  following  table  which  is  on  the  lines  of  the 
return  submitted  to t he  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries 
and  Food.  It  should  be  noted  that  the  Ministry  has 
relinquished  its  duties  to  a large  extent  in  connection 
with  rodent  control  and  it  is  now  the  Local  Authority’ s 
sole  responsibility  to  enforce  the  eradication  of  rodents 
from  buildings  and  lands  and  to  continue  the  treatment  of 
sewers  against  rats.

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7.  MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS  AND  CAMPING  SITES 

Five  sites  were  licensed  by  the  Council  for  use  as 
camping  sites,  in  addition  the  Council  operated  a site  at 
the  South  Beach.  All  caravans  stationed  were  for 
occupation  during  the  summer  months  only. 

A survey  v/as  made  of  all  sites  during  August  Bank 
Holiday  week  and  it  was  found  that  there  we  re  1062 
caravans  stationed,  in  addition  there  were  63  tents 
pitched  on  a temporary,  unlicensed  site. 

Fifty  eight  visits  were  made  during  the  year  in 
connection  with  the  control  of  moveahle  dwellings  and 
camping  sites. 

With  the  coming  into  operation  in  October  of  the 
Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  i960  the 
Council  adopted  a revised  and  extended  list  of  conditions 
to  he  observed  by  licensees  of  caravan  sites. 

8.  PUBLIC  SWIMMING  BATHS 

The  Council  has  provided  and  maintains  an  open  air 
swimming  pool,  this  is  filled  with  sea  water  which  is 
continuously  filtered  and  chlorinated  by  mechanical  means, 

9.  PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 

The  Council  has  provided  and  maintains  seven 
public  conveniences,  at  two  of  these  '’Wash  and  Brush-Up" 
facilities  are  available  during  the  summer  season  and 
other  two  have  hand  rinse  facilities. 

In  addition,  there  are  three  blocks  of 
conveniences,  all  with  wash  hand  basins,  on  the  Council’s 
caravan  site. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  main  block  of 
conveniences,  adjoining  the  bathing  pool,  which  had 
become  seriously  structurally  defective,  was  being 
demolished  in  preparation  for  the  erection  of  a new  block 
with  more  accommodation  on  the  site. 

The  conveniences  were  inspected  regularly  and 
frequently  so  t hat  a satisfactory  standard  of  cleanliness 
and  repair  could  be  maintained. 

10.  FACTORIES 


There  is  no  heavy  industrial  development  within 
the  district,  most  of  the  factories  situate  in  the  district 
being  either  engaged  in  motor  vehicle  repairs  or 
connected  with  the  building  industry. 

The  prescribed  particulars  on  the  administration 
of  the  Factories  Act,  1937  are  given  in  tabular  form  as 
an  annex  to  this  report,  as  requested  by  the  Minister  of 
Labour. 
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11.  HOUSING 


(a)  General. 

Forty  three  inspe  ctions  we  re  made  of  houses  in 
disrepair,  nine  houses  were  repaired  as  a result  of 
informal  action. 

Nine  visits  were  made  to  unfit  houses  in  respect 
of  which  action  is  to  he  taken. 


No  case  of  statutory  overcrowding  was  found. 

(b)  Improvement  Grants. 

'■'Standard  Grants”  v/ere  paid  in  respect  of  works 
of  improvement  carried  out  at  three  houses  during  the 
year  and  the  Council  approved  the  making  of 
”Discretionery  Grants”  in  respect  of  proposed 
improvement  works  at  two  houses. 

Thirty  four  visits  were  made  in  connection  with 
Improvement  Grants. 

(c)  New  Houses. 


Sixty  five  new  houses  were  completed  hy  private 
enterprise  during  the  year,  of  these  about  forty  were 
intended  primarily  for  letting  to  United  States  Air 
Force  personnel.  A further  nine  houses  were  under 
construction  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

(d)  Council  Houses. 


The  Council  has  provided  157  dwellings,  all 
constructed  since  1945 9 and  owns  a further  eight  houses.

the  bungalows  and  flats  at  (c)  and  ( d) , and  eight  of 
the  flats  at  (f)  are  intended  principally  for  occupation 
by  aged  persons. 

Five  hundred  and  nine  visits  were  made  to 
Council  houses  and  housing  estates  in  connection  with 
repair  and  maintenance,  alterations  and  improvement 
works,  tenancy  matters  and  management. 

During  the  year  the  water  service  pipes  to  the 
twelve  houses  in  Hamon  Close  were  altered,  to  afford 
more  protection  from  frost,  and  the  Council  resolved  to 
replace  the  existing  combination  ranges  in  these  same 
houses  with  open  fireplaces  with  back  boilers  and  tiled 
surrounds  and  hearths,  the  execution  of  this  work  was 
deferred  until  the  spring  of  1961,  so  as  to  avoid 
inconvenience  to  the  tenants. 
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12.  MILK.  FOOD  AND  FOOD  PREMISES. 


(a)  MILK. 


There  are  no  milk  "bottling  establishments  within 
the  district,  all  milk  sold  "being  pastuerised  and  bottled 
outside  the  district. 

One  additional  milk  distributor  was  registered 
during  the  year. 

Four  registered  distributors  were  granted 
dealer's  licences  authorising  the  use  of  special 
designations. 

The  Milk  (Special  Designation)  Regulations,  i960 
which  came  into  operation  on  1st  October,  i960  transfers 
to  the  County  Council,  as  Food  and  Drugs  Authority,  the 
responsibility  for  issuing  dealer’s  licences.  The 
Council  will  remain  responsible  for  the  registration  of 
milk  distributors  and  premises  used  by  distributors  under 
the  Milk  and  Dairies  (General)  Regulations,  1959. 

(b)  ICE  CREAM. 


Forty  premises  are  registered  for  the  sale,  or 
storage  for  sale,  of  ice  cream  and  one  for  the 
manufacture  of  ice  cream. 

Four  samples  of  ice  cream  were  submitted  to  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory  for  bacteriological  examination, 
all  satisfied  the  methylene  blue  reduction  test  and  were 
placed  in  Provisional  Grade  I,  which  indicates  a 
satisfactory  standard  of  bacterial  cleanliness* 

(c)  MANUFACTURE  OF  SAUSAGES  AND  PRESERVED  FOODS. 


Five  premises,  all  being  part  of  butcher’s 
premises  are  r egistered  for  the  preparation  or  manufacture 
of  sausages  or  preserved  food. 

All  were  inspected  during  the  year.

In  August  it  was  found  necessary  to  warn  the  occupier 
of  the.  slaughterhouse  against  continuing  to  use  the  premises 
as  such,  he  having  failed  to  renew  the  slaughterhouse  licence 
and  the  premises  not  having  been  made  to  comply  with  the 
provisions  of  The  Slaughter  of  Animals  (Prevention  of  Cruelty) 
Regulations,  1958.  Since  then  no  slaughtering  has  been 
carried  out  at  the  premises. 

In  the  "Report  on  Slaughterhouse  .Facilities"  made  to 
the  Minister  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  find  Pood  (in 
accordance  with  Section  3 (l)  of  tie  Slaughterhouse  Act,  1958) 
it  was  reported  that  one  slaughterhouse  previously  used  had 
not  been  licensed  for  over  twelve  months,  that  there  were  no 
outstanding  applications  for  new  slaughterhouse  licences  but 
that  it  was  probable  that  the  occupier  of  the  former 
slaughterhouse  may  apply  for  a licence.
